5. Subject Matter of Argument 

The gist of the subject application is as described 
in the claims as amended by Amendments filed on the same 
date as this reply. 

Pending claims 1 thorough 51 are cancelled and new 
claims 52 through 98 are defined. 

The correspondence between the claims as amended 
(hereinafter, new claims) and the claims before amendment 
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(hereinafter, old claims) Is as follows. 
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Old claims 2 and 3 


are cancelled. 





New claim 52 has both novelty and an Inventive step. 
New claim 52 defines outputtlng the second packet stored 
In the second queue means such that an amount of the second 
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packet stored in the second queue means does not exceeds 
a predetermined amount. As mentioned above , this feature 
corresponds to old claim 8 . In the Written Opinion , old claim 
8 is recognized to have novelty and an inventive step. 

The Written Opinion says that any of the document 
does not recite nor suggest outputting preferentially from 
a first queue when an amount stored in the second queue does 
not exceeds a predetermined amount, and outputting 
preferentially from a second queue when an amount stored 
in the second queue exceeds a predetermined amount. 

Mew claim 94 has both novelty and an inventive step. 
As mentioned above, new claim 94 corresponds to old claim 

29. In the Written Opinion, old claim 29 is recognized to 
have novelty and an inventive step. 

The Written Opinion says that any of the documents 
does not recite nor suggest performing authentif ication based 
on a propagation delay time of one-way or a round trip for 
packets . 

New claim 95 has both novelty and an Inventive step. 
As mentioned above, new claim 95 corresponds to old claim 

30. In the Written Opinion, old claim 30 is recognized to 
have novelty and an inventive step. 

The Written Opinion says that any of the documents 
does not recite nor suggest performing authentif ication based 
on whether it is in a mode for scrambling and transmitting. 

New claim 96 has both novelty and an inventive step. 
As mentioned above, new claim 96 corresponds to old claim 
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35. In the Written Opinion, old claim 35 is recognized to 
have novelty and an inventive step. 

The Written Opinion says that any of the documents 
does not recite nor suggest notifying of timing for key update 
by changing a port number. 

New claim 97 has both novelty and an inventive step. 
As mentioned above, new claim 97 corresponds to old claim 

36. In the Written Opinion, old claim 36 is recognized to 
have novelty and an inventive step. 

The Written Opinion says that any of the documents 
does not recite nor suggest updating timing for key update 
for every HTTP request. 

New claim 98 has both novelty and an inventive step. 
As mentioned above, new claim 98 corresponds to old claim 
39. In the Written Opinion, old claim 39 is recognized to 
have novelty and an inventive step. 

The Written Opinion says that any of the documents 
does not recite nor suggest copy control information of DTCP 
scheme is transmitted by adding encryption mode information 
to a reception packet. 

Prom the above reasons, all of new olaims 52 through 
98 should be recognized to have novelty and an inventive 
step. 

Further, as in the First Written Opinion, new claims 
52 through 98 should be recognized to also have industrial 
applicability.
